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Faculty committee favors 
librarian representation

A faculty handbook committee 
report to the Academic Senate on Dec 
5 has recommended that librarian! be 
represented in the Academic Senate, 
according to Dr. Patrick Taylor, 
president of the Senate. 

“We think it's fair that since the 
librarians hold academic rank and are 
under handbook guidelines 
concerning promotion and tenure, that 
they receive representation.* said the 
professor of political science and 
history. 

He explained that under the current 
system, although librarians are under 
handbook guidelines, they have not 
helped create them nor do they have 
input into their changes. 

Taylor said that the committee will 
report their recommendation to the 
full Senate during this quarter at 
which time they will be able to discuss 
and then vote on it. 

"It will not legally go into effect if 
approved, though,* Taylor noted. 

“The recommendation will have to 
go to Knoxville first to the University 
lawyers and it must ultimately be 
approved by the board of trustees 

"We can unofficially begin 
operating under this sytem spring 
quartar." 


Taylor agreed with the decision of 
the committee, saying that because the 
professional library staff does hold 
rank, receive tenure and promotions 
established under rules by the 
Academic Senate, they should be 
represented. 

'Including them, therefore, in the 
Senate is correcting an injustice.* 
Taylor said. 

Joei Stowers, director of the library, 
said that he is optimistic that the 
Academic Senate will approve the 
committee's recommendation. 

"The recommendation is an 
important step in giving librarians the 
full recognition they deserve as faculty 
members.’ Stowers said. 

“librarians will now feel that they 
can better express their concerns that 
all faculty members share.* 

Senate members are selected from 
all departments and non-department- 
alized schools such as business or 
engineering technology and 
engineering. 

For every five faculty members, one 
representative is chosen and for every 
five members above the minimum, 
another representative is chosen. 

Taylor said that an analogous 
situation to the librarian's 
representation in the Senate exists in 
the situation with International 
programs. 


“Right now. those in International 
Programs do hold academic status but 
the)- are not eligible for tenure.* Taylor 
said. 

He explained that International 
Programs deals with non-appropriated 
funds which are generated by the 
foreign students and foreign 
governments and not by the state of 
Tennessee. 

“The state now has no control over 
the money coming in.. If the 
instructors were to receive tenure and 
somehow the money for the program 
were to dry up. the state would have an 
obligation to keep them on and pay 
their salary," Taylor said. 

Currently the instructors are on a 
yearly appointment basis, with their 
contracts subject to renewal each year. 

Altough personnel in the Computer 
Center are close to professional status 
and they help students and faculty 
with the computer, they do not hold 
academic rank and the situation 
between them and the librarians is 
similar, but not the same. Taylor 
noted. 

"Should they achieve full 
professional status, then the same 
rules should apply." he said. 

The Academic Senate will meet on 
Jan. 31 and again on Feb. 28.

"In 10 years teachers in the 
career program have the ability to 
earn from $25,000 to $35,000 a 
year as salary." he explained.

According to an executive 
assistant to Governor Lamar 
Alexander, if the Better Schools 
Program is implemented it will 
bring an additional $1.9 million 
into the UTM system. 

Bracey Campbell said in a 
presentation Thursday. Jan. 5. 
that the main goal of the program 
is to improve the educati€hal 
structure by upgrading the 
professionalism of teachers. 

“The program is expected to be 
funded by a 1C increase in sales tax 
and a business tax increase which 
is scheduled to be announced later 
this week." said the former 
managing editor of the Nashville 
Banner. 

Campbell said the legislature 
passed the education improvement 
bill which limits them to the 
education issue and its funding 
until it is resolved. 

“The legislature recommended 
the career evaluation program as 
an optional plan.” he said. 

The Mississippi College 
graduate said that if a teacher 
enters the career program but 
receives a bad evaluation, he can 
quit the program.* 

“The Better Schools Program 
which was introduced in January 
1983, is meant to serve as a reward 
for those who choose education as a 
career." he said. 

Campbell explained that the 
evaluation of teachers will be done 
by three peers. If the teachers

kind and helpful to Mrs. Metheny. 
approached University officials with a 
gift proposal. 

“Joan and I were quite concerned 
when Rev. Metheny died.” McGraw 
said. “Although Joan’s mother had 
several friends and acquaintances in 
and around Martin and managed very 
well, our concern for Mrs. Metheny did 
not ease until Shawn and Leslye 
started visiting her regularly 
“When we saw how much they truly 
cared for Mrs Metheny and how much 
they had helped her around the house, 
we began looking for a way to repay 
their kindness." he continued 
“Shawn and Leslye both felt 
strongly about UTM and had given the 
University a tremendous endorse¬ 
ment. When Jlrs Metheny decided to 
move to Atlanta, we decided to award 
the house to UTM primarily because of 
what these two outstanding young 
people meant to Mrs. Metheny " 

UTM Vice Chancellor for 
Development Nick Dunagan pointed 
out that the house is one of the early 
mansions built in Weakley County, 
constructed in the mid-1800s by a 
Judge Caldwell, one of Weakley 
County's famous early settlers 
“Cal and Joan McGraw were also 
interested in the preservation of the 
historical significance of their 
mother's house," Dunagan said. “They 


“Early one morning, she called me 
on the telephone to ask if I would help 
clean some leaves from the gutters. 
After that project was finished. Leslye 
and I helped her with other tasks 
around the house, and eventually we 
just assumed responsibility for many 
of the regular chores." 

Those "chores" consisted of chopping 
firewood to heat the 14-room house, 
mowing and trimming nearly two 
acres of grass and shrubbery, and 
other odd jobs and errands. The 
students refused payment for their 
work, but as Swanson relates. Mrs. 
Matheny found many ways to 
compensate her young friends. 

“As we got to know Mrs. Metheny. 
she became more and more like a 
grandmother to us." he explained. 
“She became our friend and confidant. 
She cooked delicious meals for us. She 
cheered us up when we were unhappy 
and she encouraged us when the 
pressures of college life mounted. She 
listened to our hopes, our dreams and 
our problems, and she helped us put 
things into proper perspective. But 
most of all. she shared her life with us 
and gave us lota of love." 

This past August. Mrs. Metheny 
moved to Atlanta to live with her 
daughter. Joan and son-in’-law. W. 
Calvin McGraw. president of McGraw 
and Associates. Inc., an Atlanta-based 
management consulting firm. 
McGraw bought the house from his

Following the death of her husband 
in the summer of 1982. the widow of 
Rev. J.B. Metheny was befriended by 
Shawn 8wanson of Germantown, a 
senior business administration major, 
and his fiance. Leslye Lea of Ellendale, 
a junior arts and science major. The 
students helped the elderly lady with 
various odd jobs around her 
antebellum home, which is located in 
the Gardner community northwest of 
Martin and is one of Weakley County's 
oldest houses. 

“Leslye and 1 first met M rs. Methen v 
in the fall of 1982 while looking for 
antiques.” Swanson said. “We saw her 
sign advertising antique furniture 
and, after visiting with her for several 
hours, learned that her husband, a 
retired Baptist minister, had died 
recently of a heart attack." 

Swanson and his future bride 
offered to help Mrs. Metheny with odd 
jobs around the house, but it was not 
until several weeks later that she took 
them dp on their offer of kindness. 

"Mrs. Metheny was a very 
independent lady, but she hadn't 
realized just how much work her 
husband did to maintain the house and 
surrounding grounds." Swanson 
continued.

Pacers rolling in GSC; Records fall

The Pacer basketball team got 1984 
off to a fine start Jan. 3 with a 78-64 
thrashing of rival Southeast Missouri. 
The Pacers needed little extra 
incentive to get ready for this game as 
they had waited for this contest since 
last year's NCAA Division II National 
Tournament 


The Pacers, with the support of over 
4.000 fans, raced to a 36-25 halftime 
lead. The Indians of SEMO came out 
in the early part of the second half and 
cut the Pacer lead to three points. But 
the Pacers regrouped and took charge 
to go on and post the victory. 

The Pacers won the game at the free 
throw line where they hit 32 of 38 
attempts. Mitch Stentiford led the way 
with 33 points. He made 17 of 19 free 


throws, including 17of 18 in the second 
half. Willie Forbes added 16 points 
and *6 rebounds. Sam Cherry 
continued his solid inside game with 13 
points and 6 rebounds. 

This past Saturday the Pacers 
defeated the Livingston Tigers 92-71. 
The game was plagued by fouls as 
Livingston was whistled 38 times and 
UTM 22. The Pacers wentto the line a 
school and Gulf South Conference 


record 67 times where they hit 40 
(which was on# short of the GSC record 
for free throws made). 

The Pacers used a strong inside 
game to run away with the contest. 
Scott Kalis and Sam Cherry provided 
much of the inside scoring and 
rebounding that uw the Pacers race to 
a 37-22 halftime lead. 

The Pacers seemed to lose some of 
their spark early in the second half, 
but Livingston could not get back in 
the game. Eventually UTM put the 
game on ice. 

For UTM, they were led in scoring 
by Cherry with 26 points. Other double 
figure scores included Stentiford with 
22 (this put him within eight of Don 
Hubbard's all time UTM scoring 
record). Kalis with 19 and Ken 
Hammonds with 10. Kalis pulled down 
13 rebounds and Cherry added 11 
boards. This victory pushed the Pacers 
to 10-3 overall and 1-0 in the GSC.

Julius Erving finally got his ring as 
the 76ers finished their NBA regular 
season with a 6617 record They went 
on to sweep the New York Knicks 4-0 
in the first round of the NBA playoffs. 
The Milwaukee Bucks were next and 
they went down 4-1. With only the Los 
Angeles Lakers between the 76eri and 
the championship they, led by Mooes 
Malone, parted the Laker* in four 
games. 

The New York Islanders swept the 
Edmonton Oilers in four games to win 
the Stanley Cup for the fourth straight 
year. Wayne Gretxky. of the Oilers, 
continued to shatter NHL records but 
he could not stop the Islanders. 

The Birds of Baltimore flew to the 
top of baseball as they defeated the 
Philadelphia Phillies four games to 
one. Rick Dempsey was MVP of the 
scries. 

In college athletics, the North 
Carolina Slate Wolfpack won the 
NCAA Division I basketball title with 
a 54-62 triumph over the University of 
Houston and Phi SlammaJamma. N.C. 

State won the title setting a record for 
most loses (10) by the winning team. 
Fresno State won the NIT. 


College football lost three fine 
roaches in 1983 Paul “Bear" Bryant 
died January 26. less than one month 
after retiring as the winningeal coach 
in college history with 323 victories. 
On December 12, Memphis Slate 
University suffered the greatest loss in 
the school's history as a plane carrying 
head coach Rex Dockery, offensive 
coordinator Chris Faroe and freshman 
defensive back Charles GreenhiJI 
crashed, killing all three. A short time 
later, former Tennessee State 
University head coach John Merritt 
died of a heart attack. He had been 
forced to retire because of his health. 

Australia Two used a winged keel to 
become the first yacht outside theJLJS 
to win the America's Cup in the 132- 
year history of the race. 

As for individual efforts in 1983. 
Martina Navratilova won 16 of the 17 
tournaments she entered. Her.career 
earning* now total over 16 •million. 
Edwin Moses won the 406meter 
hurdles at the World Championship 
and extended his winning streak to 87 
races in seven years. Carl 
Yastrzemski. Johnny Bench, and 
Gaylord Perry ended brilliant 
baseball careers 

On the turbulent and bixarre side, 
the number one issue was cocaine: 
Willie Wilson. Willie Aikens. Jerry 
Martin and Viifg Blue of the Kansas 
City Royals were sentenced to three 
months in jail. Wilson. Aikens. Martin 
and Los Angeles Dodger Steve Howe, 
who twice underwent cocaine 
addiction treatment, were suspended 
for a year. 

In the NFL. Roas Browner and Pete 
Johnson, of the Cincinnati Bengles. 

E J. Junior of the St Louis Cardinals 
and Greg Stemrickof the New Orleans 
Saints, were suspended for 
involvement with drugs. 


During both the baseball, basketball 
and football season, players went on 
the ‘physically unable to play* list and 
checked into drug rehabilitation 
facilities. 

We cannot forget the pine tar 
incident with George Brett. Dave 
Winfield of the New York Yankee* 
was arrested in Toronto and charged 
with cruelty to animals for beaning an 
Exhibition Stadium sea gull with a 
baseball while wanning up between 
innings. Charges were eventually 
dropped. 

There were many more events that 
1983 bestowed upon us but there is 
more to talk about than I have space. * 
So with 1983 put to rest, what do we 
look for in 1984? I guess the biggest 
question is what will happen to 
America's T*un. now that it has been 
five years since the Cowboys went to • 
the Super Bowl? How many more 
athletes will be put In the hot seat 
because of their involvement with 
drugs? Now that Memphis has a 
professional football team will they 
support it no matter what its record is? 
Finally, will the 1984 Olympics take 
place in the true spirit of Olympic 
Competition or will a major political 
blockade dampen the Games?
